Mr. Breach reported that some

The Communal Properties Act 
forbids formation of Hutterite 
colonies except by permission of 
the cabinet. Individual Hutterites 
can buy property, but not if it’s to 
become a colony.

Cattle Rustling 


The courts of this western country take a much 
too lenient view of cattle rustling in the view of the 
cattle owners as represented by the Western Stock 
Growers' Association. Traditionally, in cattle country, 
stealing cattle has been a serious offence and a 
rather hazardous occupation. In the old days, justice 
was swift and sure at the end of a rope. That period 
was followed by one in which, almost without excep¬ 
tion, the convicted rustler was sentenced to a jail 
term. 

Then along came the psychologists to discover 
that the criminal “had an unhappy childhood and is 
not responsible for his conduct,” and with this, jail 
terms became the exception. In a recent case the 
accused was fined $125 and, reportedly, allowed to 
keep the $200 worth of stolen beef then in his deep 
freeze. In another, the sentence was the time already 
spent in custody which amounted to about 38 days. 
In still another, sentence was suspended which, for 
practical purposes, meant acquittal 

A merchant can protect his property, at least 
partially, by locking his doors and in addition the 
state maintains a police force for constant patrol. 
The cattleman has no such protection. Transporta¬ 
tion is so rapid these days that the rustler can be 
miles away before the theft is discovered. 

Western Stock Growers has been instrumental 
in a few cases in having the Crown appeal these 
lenient sentences and some appeals have been 
successful. In addition, the association pays rewards 
for information leading to arrest and conviction. In 
general though, it appears to cattlemen that the 
punishment of rustlers went out with the spanking 
of children and that maybe it should come back.
